Peas 

(Pisum sativum.) 

Any good, well-drained, deeply worked 
soil is suitable for peas, but a rich deep 
loam with plenty of calcareous matter 
is best. Farmyard manure should, as a 
rule, be given to the previous crop. II 
the soil be heavy, quicklime should be 
applied at the rate of to 2 lbs., to the 
square yard the previous Autumn. On a 
light soil 2 ozs. of CUbrans’ Potash 
Manure should be applied to the square 
yard some days before the peas are sown, 
and in every case the soil should receive a 
top-dressing of Clibrans’ Phosphate 
Manure at the rate of 3 ozs. to the square 
yard just after the peas are put in. The 
peas are usually sown in drills 2 to 2\ 
inches deep in light soils while on heavy 
land they should be sown almost on the 
surface and 1 to ij inches of soil drawn 
over them. Half an inch of sand or sifted 
cinder ashes at the bottom of the drill 
row will be found of great advantage in 
clay soil. They should be kept clean 
from weeds and earthed up twice during 
their growth. For an early crop a sowing 
of the Earliest varieties may be made in 
January. Sowing of Early and Second 
Early varieties may be made in February, 
and the main crops in succession from 
March to the end of May. 

The heights given are those obtained 
in an ordinary season under normal con- 
ditions, but they will be influenced 
according to the dryness or otherwise of 
the season and the nature of the soil.

HOW ^ TO GROW MUSHROOMS. 



Mushrooms may be grown in any dark place where the temperature ranges from 50 
tc 60' degrees. Use fresh manure, almost free from litter, from stables where the homes 
are fed on dry food. Expose the manure in an open shed for a few days before using it, 
turning it occasionally to prevent it heating; the great secret in growing fine Mushrooms 
being to have the manure neither too wet nor too dry, and to avoid it becoming hot, 
either before or after it has been made into the bed. When making the bed, shake the 
manure well out, and beat it firmly down, adding more and more till you have a depth 
of from 12 to 15 inches, and as solid as possible. Thrust two or three pointed sticks 
in tlie bed, so that you may afterwards ascertain the temperature, and leave for a few 
days to heat. When cooling, and you find from the sticks there is a steady temperature 
of between 70 and 80 degrees, break the spawn in pieces the size of a walnut, and press 
them firmly, nine inches apart, into the surface of the bed— six bricks will be abou; 
sufficient to spawn a bed of four square yards (3 ft. x 12 ft.) After spawning, coyer 
the bed one or two inches deep with stiff loamy soil and beat it firmly down, finishing 
with an even surface, and cover with a little hay. Mushrooms may be expected in 
six or eight weeks from the time of spawning, and the bed should continue productive 
for a couple of months. An occasional spnnkling with tepid water will hasten their 
growth but care must be used not to give it in excess, as, if the bed becomes saturated, 
it will be spoiled. If, when one bed begins to yield, another for succession is prepared, 
a continuous supply of Mushrooms may be had throughout the year. 

When Mushrooms are grown on shelves placed against a wall, the Mushroom 
house should be situated as much as possible in the shade, in order that the internal 
temperatures may not be subjected to so much fluctuation by reason of the sun shining 
on the roof.

HINTS ON FORMING A LAWN, 

There is no doubt that the best way to make a good Lawn is by sowing seed, as by this means a perfectly level plot may be secured' 
and if the soil is free from weeds in the first place, and perfectly clean seed is used, the result is far better, and the cost much less, than if 
turf IS laid. In constructing a New Lawn a considerable amount of care is necessary. The ground should be well trenched, and if very 
poor, a supply of manure worked in. After this it should be thoroughly levelled and well rolled with a heavy roller, which should be run 
both ways, and the ground should be raked over again between each rolling, to ensure an even surface, which will not afterwards run into 
holes, ^ke seed should not be sown before the beginning of April, nor later than September, as young grasses are easily destroyed by 
frost. From 6o to 8o lbs., of seed per statute acre is the quantity we recommend should be sown in order to obtain a good bottom 
quickly, or i lb. will sow about 50 square yards. Avoid sowing in dry, scorching weather, or the germinating properties of the seed will 
be destroyed. When sown, the seed should be lightly raked into the ground, and afterwards rolled. If weeds appear they should be care- 
fully removed until the grasses are well established , and to keep the lawn in a good condition, with a close velvety-like appearance, con- 
stant mowing and rolling is most essential, as a thick bottom cannot be procured and maintained without the necessary rolling. 

For improving Old Lawns which have become bare and patchy, sow 20 lbs. per statute acre. Before sowing, the surface of the soil 
must be well raked with a strong rake, and afterwards top-dressed with fine soil, and if the land is poor, a top-dressing of Clibraus* Lawn 
Manure will produce marvellous results. After top-dressing roll the Lawn, sow the seeds, rake them in, and afterwards roll both ways. 

Our Mixtures of Lawn Grass Seeds are prepared with tlie greatest care, and are composed of suitable proportions of fine-leaved dwarf- 
growing evergreen kinds. The seeds are thoroughly re-cleaned by the latest and most improved machinery on our own premises to free 
them from weeds and other impurities. Generally tlie same mixture is sold for sowing under trees, and near towns, &c., as for the open 
country. Obviously this should not be done, when experience has shown that some grasses will not grow in smoky districts at all. If one 
of our mixtures specially adapted for the particular situation be sown, much annoyance, apart from pecuniary loss, will be saved.

OUR “SELECTED” STRAINS. 

Nature is prodigral in the production of seeds of the large majority of flowering plants, 
and the ordinary grades of Flower Seeds can be produced in large quantities very cheaply, and 
sold at a low price. They are ORDINARY in every sense of the word, and cannot be expected 
to give the best results. 

■lb In order to maintain a certain standard of excellence, a system of careful and con- 
tinuous SELECTION by skilled growers is absolutely essential ; the best types must be preserved, 
and every plant which shows the slightest degeneracy must be rigorously weeded out. 
This involves the daily examination of the crop during the flowering period and naturally 
increases the cost of production, but the result is a strain of improved habit of growth, 
larger flowers, and richer colouring. 

This method of selection has made our strains of Calceolarias, Cinerarias, Celosias, 
Cyclamen, Primulas, &c., noted throughout the country, and all the seeds we offer being 
produced by the same painstaking methods, may be relied upon to be as near perfection 
as it is possible for care and skill to make them. 

BRIEF DIRECTIONS AS TO SOWING, CULTURE, &c. 

The following hints may be tiseful to those who are inexperienced. Cultural directions are also 
printed on nearly all of ottr flower seed packets. 

HARDY ANNUALS « — These require no protection, and may be sown in the open borders, &c., from March till June for 
Summer and Autumn blooming, and the majority again in August and September for early Spring flowering. They are usually 
sown where they are to flower, and are amongst the most easily cultivated of all plants, thriving in almost any ordinary 
garden soil, and if a little care is bestowed in their selection, and successional sowings made, they will yield an abundance of 
flowers, and afford a magnificent display throughout the setison. In sowing, the heights of the plants should be noted, placing 
the dwarf kinds in front of the beds or borders, and the taller sorts behind. The seeds should not be sown too thickly nor too deep, 
a covering of half an inch or thereabouts being quite sufficient, excepting in the case of fine seeds, which need only a very thin 
coating of earth. If the weather is dry, they should be watered freely. Commence to thin out early to avoid over-crowding, and 
keep free from weeds, so that the plants may become robust and produce fine foliage and well-developed flowers. 

HALF-HARDY ANNUALS , — All in this section flower and mature their seeds in the open air. The seeds should 
be sown thinly during February, March or April in pots, pans, or boxes, and placed in moderate heat. Provide ample 
drainage, and press the soil down firmly before sowing. Cover the seeds lightly and evenly with soil, and water carefully 
with a fine rose can. If pieces of glass or hand gla,sses be placed over the pots, &c., an even degree of moisture is 
maintained, but these should be removed immediately the young plants appear. As soon as the plants are large enough to handle 
they should be pricked out into pans, boxes, &c., and placed in frames, then gradually hardened off and transplanted in 
May or the beginning of June. A mixture of loam, leaf-mould, and well-rotted manure, with a little sand, is the most 
suitable compost. Where heat is not available, sow in April, and place the pans, iS:c., under hand lights, or in a cool frame, 
Many kinds will succeed well if sown during May in the open border. 

TENDER ANNUALS OR GREENHOUSE PLANTS. — These comprise some of the most useful and popular 
plants, such as Balsam, Celosia, Cockscomb, &c., and richly deserve attention where facilities exist for their cultivation. The 
seeds should be sown from February to April in pans or pots, and placed on a hot bed ; or, during the young state, they may be 
treated similar to half-hardy annuals. Good light, rich soil, with a liberal quantity of sharp sand, is essential. Prick off as early 
as possible into single pots, and repot into larger sizes as required. Great care must be exercised in sowing the seeds, especially 
the smaller kinds. Water very sparingly to prevent damping off. Occasional waterings with weak liquid manure will assist the 
growth of the plants, but this .should be discontinued when the blooms appear. 

BIENNIALS AND PERENNIALS. — Many in this section are extremely handsome, but do not flower the first year 
from seed, and on that account are frequently neglected. The hardy varieties may be treated similar to hardy annuals, sowing 
the seed from May to July, if possible in showery weather, selecting a shaded situation in preference to one exposed to the sun. 
When the plants are large enough, transplant into the beds where they are intended to flower. Early sowing is the best, as it 
enables the plants to become strong enough to stand the severe weather in Winter, and to bloom early and freely the following 
Spring and Summer. The half-hardy kinds may, in a general way, be treated as tender annuals. If sown in gentle heat in 
February or March, they will flower the same year. 

MANURES FOR FLOWERING PLANTS. — .\11 flowering annuals love phosphate and potash. As almost evei^ 
soil in the middle and north of England is deficient in phosphate, we strongly recommend the application of 2 ozs. of Clibrans’ 
Phosphate Manure to the square yard all over the flower beds during the Winter or the early Spring. Clays and strong loams 
are. as a rule, rich in potash ; but light loams and sands are but poorly supplied with it. On such soils, therefore, we advise, 
in addition to the application of the Phosphate, a dressing of 2 ozs. of Clibrans’ Potash Manure to the square yard at the same 
time as the Phosphate Manure is applied. The two can be mixed together without injury. Clibrans’ Nitrogen Manure should 
be used on flowering beds at the rate of 2 ozs. to the square yard whenever it is considered desirable to stimulate the growth 
of leaves and stem.

AUTUMN FLOWERING GLADIOLI. — Tills tine class of plants is very popular, the flowers being richly coloured and extremely 
beautiful They are perfectly hardy, and^succeed in almost any ordinary garden soil, but give the best results if planted in a sunny 
position in a rich well-manured&oil.ir;V(The beds should be prepared in the Autumn, digging in deeply plenty of well-rotted manure. 
Planting should be' done', at the end of March or early in April, placing the bulbs 4 inches b,elow the surface, and 9 to 12 inches apart 
° ' the rows being 1 to ij feet from each other. When they are in full 

growth give plenty of water and occasional applications of liquid 
manure. Lift in Autumn when the leaves are beginning to die down 
and store the bulbs away in a dry place until planting time. Gladioli 
are grand for cutting purposes, and the spikes keep fresh in water for 
a considerable time.
